war, particularly at Naſeby in 1645, behaving with 
that gallantry, that he was advanced to the command 
of brigadier-general the ſame year, when he was but 
twenty years of age. He was afterwards appointed 
with Deſborough to execute the office of high-admi- 
ral, and was joined with Blake in the command of the 
fleet, after whoſe death he had the ſole command, and 
the addreſs, as well as the honour, of bringing the 
whole fleet to ſubmit to King Charles II. and there- 
upon ſet fail with them to the coaſt of Holland, in 
order to convoy his Majeſty King Charles II. to Eng- 
land, whereby he contributed no leſs than general 
Monk to the reſtoration of that prince: and his Ma- 
jeſty, at his arrival in England, conſtituted him one 
of the knights of the moſt noble order of the garter; 
and, on July 13, (the ſame year) 1660, in the 35th 
year of his age, created him Baron Montagu of St. 
Neots in Huntingdonſhire, Viſcount Montagu, and 
Earl of Sandwich: he was alſo made maſter of the 
King's wardrobe, admiral of the narrow ſeas, and 
lieutenant-admiral to his royal highneſs the Duke of 
York, lord hizh-admiral of England. He was after- 
wards appointed his Majeſty's proxy at the eſpouſals 


of the princeſs Donna Catherina, the daughter of 


Don Pedro, King of Portugal, and had the honour 
of convoying that princeſs to England in 1662. He 
had a great ſhare in the victory obtained over the 
Dutch at ſea, June 3, 1665, where eighteen of the 
enemy's capital ſhips were taken, and fourteen more 
deſtroyed, and admiral Opdam blown up. He after- 
wards took eight Dutch men of war, two Eaſt-India 
men, and twenty ſail of other merchantmen,

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He was appointed ambaſſador extraordinary to the 
court of Spain, in 1666, to mediate a peace between 
the courts of Spain and Portugal, which he effected. 
He was vice admiral under the Duke of York in the 
ſea-fight off Southwold-Bay, May 28, 1672, where 
he contributed greatly to the victory obtained that 
day; but died fighting bravely in the ſervice of his 
country. Biſhop Parker, in the hiſtory of his own 
times, relating this engagement, ſays, ** The Earl

The Field Conventiclers in Scotland breaking out 
into rebellion in the year 1679, and having aſſemble 

a very formidable force, the Duke of Monmouth wi 
ſent down to ſuppreſs them; and giving the rebel 
battle at Bothwell-bridge on the 22d of June, total 
defeated them, taking a great number of priſonen 
among whom were ſeveral of the murderers of tit 
archbiſhop of St. Andrew's; and returning to cou 
in triumph, appeared at that time very high in the 

King's favour. Nor was he leſs in the favour of tit

Tke Duke of York thereupon reſided at Bruſſels, and 
the Duke of Monmouth at Utrecht; but the Duke of 
Monmouth on a ſudden returned from Holland, with- 
out the King's leave, and arriving at London on the 
27th of November, about midnight, the watch gave 
notice of it in the ſeveral wards. 'The people there- 
upon immediately illuminated their houſes, rung the 
bells, and made bonfires, as if it had been for ſome 
notable victory; but the Duke of Monmouth coming 
over without the King's leave, did not think fit to 
attend the court : and ſoon after his friends the Lords 
Shaftſbury, Ruſſel, and ſeveral. other perſons of diſ- 
tinction, preſented the Duke of York as a recuſant 
at the bar of the court of King's-Bench, which made 
the Duke of York their profeſſed enemy. The King 
calling the next parliament to meet at Oxford, the 
Duke of Monmouth, the Earl of Eſſex, and ſeveral 
other Lords, petitioned his Majeſty. that. the parlia- 
ment might not ſit at Oxford, where they ſuggeſted 
the houſes could not act with freedom; but that he 
would be pleafed to order them to fit at Weſtminſter, 
the uſual place, where they might. conſult and act 
with ſafety. This petition was ſigned, 
Monmouth, Stamford, Paget, 
Kent, Eſſex, Gray, 
Huntingdon, Shaftſbury, Herbert, 
Bedford, Mordaunt, Howard, 
Saliſbury, Evers, Delamere, 
Clare, 
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The King frowned on the petitioners, and gay 
them no anſwer ; and on the 21ſt of March, 1680-4, 
the parliament met at Oxford, and a bill was brought 
into the houſe for excluding the Duke of York fron 
the crown, and ſecuring the nation againſt a popikh 
ſucceſſor, read. the firſt time on the 28th of March, 
1681, and ordered a ſecond reading. Whereupon 
the King came to the houſe, and made a ſpeech, 
wherein he obſerved, That their beginnings were ſuch, 
that he could expect no good ſucceſs from their de. 
bates, and therefore diſſolved them; and a plot, de. 
nominated the Rychouſe-plot, being diſcovered at 
this time, the Earls of Shaftſbury and Eſſex, Lotti 
Ruſſel, Col. Sydney, and ſeveral more, were taken 
into cuſtody as conſpirators, and ſoon after the Duke 
of Monmouth; but the Duke was admitted to bail 
and the King, being ſatisfied he was not concernedin 
that part of the plot relating to the Ryehouſe, granted 
his Grace a pardon, who thereupon went over 0 
Holland, where he remained till the death of King 
Charles II. which happened on Feb. 6, 1684-5. 

The Duke of Monmouth being ſtrongly poſſeſſel 
with an opinion that his mother was married to King 
Charles II. and that conſequently he had an us. 
doubted right to the Britiſh crown, adviſed with the 
Earl of Argyle, and the reſt of his friends in Hot 
land, on the feaſeableneſs of making a deſcent i 
England, and aſſerting his right to that throne. They 
were pretty unanimous as to the probability of ſuc- 
ceſs, the Duke being ſo exceeding popular, and tht 
nation generally jealous of the King's deſign to in. 
troduce popery ; only one party were of opinion, that 
things were not yet ripe ; that it were better to wat 
till the King had made ſome advances towards tht 
alteration of religion, and the people's ſears of pope!) 
heightened. Others inſiſted, that they were mor 
likely to ſucceed if they made the attempt before the 
King was well ſettled on his throne, and _—

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Duke's intereſt was ſo conſiderable in England ; but 
the Earl of Argyle being for an immediate deſcent, 
and embarking in order to make a diverſion in the 
Duke's favour in Scotland, it was carried for an im- 
mediate deſcent upon England: whereupon the Duke 
hired a frigate of thirty-two guns, and three ſmall 
tenders, one of which was detained by the Dutch, 
on the Engliſh miniſter (Skelton) applying to the 
States to prevent theſe ſhips ſailing. However, the 
Duke proceeded in his voyage with the frigate and 
two tenders, and, after a tedious ſtormy paſſage, ar- 
rived at Lime in Dorſetſhire the 11th of June, 1685, 
his whole force not amounting to two hundred men, 
including officers ; but having brought over arms for 
five thouſand more, and great numbers of the coun- 
try-people joining him, his forces ſoon became very 
lormidable, the militia conſtantly flying before him. 
From Lime the Duke marched croſs the country to 
Taunton-Dean in Somerſetſhire, where he cauſed 
himſelf to be proclaimed King, and ſet a price upon 
the King's head, as the King had upon the Duke's, 
and cauſed him to be attainted of high treaſon 1n the 
parliament, which was then fitting. Whereupon the 
Duke, in his declaration, called the parliament a ſe- 
ditious aſſembly ; and advancing afterwards to Bridg-

whereby Weymouth became dependent on him, Sir 
Anthony, imagining that his loyalty was ſuſpetted, 
came up to London, and offered his ſervice to that 
part of the parliament which ſat there, who gave him 
a regiment of horſe, and the command of all their 
forces in Dorſetſhire. But notwithſtanding he appear: 
ed a hearty champion in the cauſe of the parlament, 

he ſeems to have oppoſed Cromwell's uſurpation with 
great ſpirit; whereupon Sir Anthony, and above 2 
hundred more of the ſame ſtamp, being kept out of 
the houſe of commons by force, publiſhed a remon- 
ſtrance, ſetting forth that the Protector had aſſumed 
abſolute and arbitrary power, and that every man 
ought to aſſiſt in oppoſing it. That the ſmall number 
of members he ſuffered to remain in the houſe could 
not pretend to be the repreſentatives of the people; 
they were not entruſted to conſent to any thing in be- 
half of the nation, if the reſt were excluded from fitting 
and debating matters in the houſe ; which had ſuch an 
influence on the next convention the Protector called, 
that they began to queſtion his authority ; whereupon 
he diſſolved them, and ever after diſcountenanced and 
oppreſſed the Presbyterian and Republican party, 
Whereupon Sir Anthony and his friends began to tum 
their eyes upon the King, believing his reſtoration 
would prove a leſs evil than the tyrannical govert
